In reporting the concert, our To- 


ronto correspondent says: 


“It was without question the great- 


ing in company shacks. They are 
owned body, soul and boots by the 
mill owners, and exploited to “the ut- 
most from the day of their birth to 
the silence of the grave.” Toiling for 
| long hours in the mill, they are unable 
to earn sufficient to provide the com- 
mon necessities of life, and are “‘driv- 
en by the last of poverty” to sacrifice 
their children and see their lives spun 
into profit for the mill owners, that 
their meagre wages may supplement 
the wages of their parents. Some of 
these children of tender years are 
working for as low as 32 cents per 
week, suffering from a vicious system 
of fines and dockages. Driven to des- 
peration these “white slaves” of the 
Fulton Bag & Cotton Company struck 
in an effort to maintain their newly 
formed union. The company declared 
all back pay owed to the strikers for- 
feited and refuses to pay. While 
Owing these wages the company has, 
under a three days’ notice, evicted 85 
families of the strikers from their mis- 


erable homes. Sick women were 
thrown homeless into the street— 
over a protest of doctors—by the 


hired niggers, and every conceivable 
indignity has been heaped upon these 
poor strikers In the face of this 
damnable injustice to defenseless men, 
women and little children, the press of 
the city, with one exception, has been 
deaf, dumb and blind to their cry, 
fearing the powerful influences of the 
manufacturers’ association. 

The United Textile Workers of 
American and the Atlanta Federation 
of Trade has taken up this fight and 
are determined to secure the emanci- 
pation of the “Southern white slaves” 
from industrial serfdom. A commis- 
sary has been established to feed the 
two thousand men, women and child 
ren involved in the strike. Provision 
has been made to care for the evicted 
families, but more money must be 
provided to carry out this work to a 
successful conclusion. The strikers 
are determined to win. All that they 
ask is food for their wives and little 
ones that they may be able to con- 
tinue their fight until this abominable 
system of “white slavery” is abolished 
and the door of hope and opportunity 
is opened wide for themselves and 
their offsprings. This appeal on thei: 
behalf by the United Textile Workers 
of America is made to the 
heart of organized labor.”

yut of the most cordial character, be- 
ing under the direction of the Central 
Trades Council of St. Thomas. Presi- 
dent Hugh Robertson, in his address, 
gave a review of the work done dur- 
ng the year, and the progress made 
along educational lines and which he 
said had evidently been fruitful, judg- 
ing by the large increase in delegates 
attending the 12th convention. 
Secretary Jos. Mark presented his 
report, giving a detailed statement of 
the finances which from the very na- 
ture of the organization was limited; 
but prospects were brighter for the 
future. The report showed that out 
of the resources of the association. 
which included a grant of $100 from 
the Trades Congress, $117.94 had been 
*xpended and there was still a deficit 
f $27.44, which would be made up by 
a per capita tax. 

This per capita tax was placed on 
the following basis: Unions of 100 
rr less to be assessed at $1.00 per 
year; unions of 200 members or less, 
$2.00 per year, and so on up to 500 
members, and that the limit be $10.00 
per year to any union. 


During the morning session the 
Hon. Thomas Crothers, Minister of 
Labor, was present, and was intro- 


duced to the convention. He said, in 
part: 

“I desire to congratulate the Asso- 
ciation on its work.” He thought 
every workingman should be a mem- 


ber of a union. It was only by or- 





ganization that the workers could ac- 


complish anything. The individual 
was powerless, but with unity and or- 
ganization behind him he was listened 
to with respect by the employers. 

He then devoted some time to ex- 
plain the bill which he is now con- 
sidering to amend the present act, the 
chief feature of which was a clause 
making it a criminal offense for an 
employer to refuse to employ a man 
or discharge him, or threaten to dis- 
charge him, for belonging to a labor 
union. He said that no employer 
should have the right to discriminate 
against union labor, but that as a free 
born British subject a man should 
have the clear right to join a labor 
organization if he desired to do so, 
without being subjected to unfair dis- 
crimination in consequence. Here the 
honorable Minister was subjected to 
a fusilade of queries. One delegate 
was anxious to know “would it be an 
offense for an employer to enter into 
an agreement to employ none but 
union men?” Mr. Crothers was most 
emphatic in replying “Certainly not, 
the boss has the same right to say 
who he will hire as the workman has 
to say who he will work for—he must 
be free to make any agreement he de- 
sires.” In other queried a 
third you the 
open shop, and that is something that 
trades unionists will never stand for. 

When asked at this point if he was 
willing to submit the proposed bill to 
a special committee of organized la- 
bor, so that they might have an op- 
portunity to examine it and express 
their views, the Minister of Labor re- 
plied as follows: 

“Certainly no attempt will be made 
to do anything with the bill until the 
‘ullest possibe expresion of opinion 
1as been obtained from the trades or-

Delegate James Watters was in- 
clined to believe that the proposed 
bill would prove unworkable. The 


employer would have a distinct ad- 
vantage. He coud refuse to employ 

1 man and he could easily discharge 
iim, if he so desired, because he be- 
ionged to a union, and he could do it 
in such a wa ythat no law could reach 
him. The case could never be proven 
against him. It would certainly mili- 
ate against labor and in favor of the 
ypen shop. 

The upshot, however, was that the 
Minister of Labor definitely pledged 
himself that labor should be supplied 
with copies of his proposed amend- 
ments to the industrial disputes act, 
and would be. given the most ample 
:pportunity to voice its opinions in 
regard to the changes it was pro- 
posed to make. Mr. Crothers 
spoke highly of the workmen’s com- 
pensation act, passed at the recent 
session ,of the Ontario Legislature 
and congratulated the trades unions 
upon their success in having such a 
splendid measure, one of the best acts 
f its kind in the world.

tion, he never complained.

Half a hundred concessionaires, amusement owners and their 
employes were arrested and fined, under a law passed 120 years 
ago (1794), prohibiting amusements on Sunday. Woodside 
Park, Philadelphia, the largest amusement resort in that vicinity, 
is the sufferer. Warrants were sworn out by a constable against 
every operator of a device in the park, and sixty-seven defend- 
ants were fined $4.00 and costs. 


What a travesty on common sense that the people of 
today, the age of progress, should be subject to the in- 
tolerance of 120 years ago.

A RADICAL PROPOSITION. 


A proposition to set aside Section 20, Article VI, By- 
Laws A. I. of M., old laws, now Section 20, Article IX, 
as far as it applied to the Local, was introduced in Local 
No. 60, of Pittsburgh, Pa. The law of Local No. 60 re- 
quires that such changes must be read twice before final 
action by the Local, and publication in the printed re- 
the President and Secretary, issued monthly, 
copy of which is furnished each member. 

Mr. Wm. L. Mayer, President of Local No. 60, and 
chairman of the special committee created by the Des 
Moines Convention, whose duty it will be to promulgate 
a plan for the better administration of the laws of the A. 
I’. of M., analyzed this proposition and published his 
views with the proposition. 

This is a matter that interests every Local and mem- 
bers thereof, therefore the resolution and scientific and 
complete dissection thereof by Dr. Mayer, are hereby 
appnded:

Whereas, Many marching engagements that members of 
Local No. 60 could ill afford to lose have been lost to them 
through being prohibited from taking part in marching func- 


tions wherein one or more bands composed of non-members of 
the A. F. of M. appeared; and, 

Whereas, Employing parties entering into engagements in 
faith with members of Local No. 60, and in no way re- 
sponsible for the presence of non-member musicians, have been 
grreatly disappointed and vexed by the refusal of a union band 
to participate in a function after accepting an engagement 
therefor; and, 

Whereas, Certain non-members have boasted that they could 
fill marching engagements unmolested and their very presence 
in a parade would keep union musicians from earning their 
expected compensation. Further, that inasmuch as being non- 
union afforded them an advantage in securing and filling parade 
jobs, it would be unwise on their part to affiliate with the A. F. 
of M., and be bound to observe restrictive rules and regulations; 
and,

musicians find that their presence in 
a marching function not affect the exclusion of union 
bands, they may desire to affiliate with the A. F. of M. to 
secure the advantages of the established price list of Local No. 
60 in this jurisdiction; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the participation of a band of non-members 
in a marching function, within the jurisdiction of Local No. 60, 
shall not compel the withdrawal therefrom of a band composed 
of members of the A. F. of M., if the employing party or parties 
insist that the contract for carried out in good faith. 
Provided, that such engagements performed within the juris- 
diction of any other Local shall be in accordance with the 
stipulations of Section 20, Article VI, A. F. of M. By-Laws.

The context of this resolution should be considered on its 
merits, seriatim, without momentary regard for certain re- 
strictions which make its adoption impossible. 

As to the first whereas, the word “Many” is indefinite, and in 


absence of statistics which might, or might not, justify its em- 

ployment, its intrinsic value as an argument is negligible. 
The second whereas embodies a sentiment which is likely to 

strike a responsive chord. As a diplomatic argument in favor 


of abrogating the main principle of every union it has some 
value. However, this value is short lived when we consider 
that if our members make contracts, they must make them as 


specified by the A. F. of M. and on the form provided. The 
contract form stipulated by the Federation provides exactly for 
the contingency. Therefore, when entering into contract the 
engaging parties know conditions‘and their vexation should be 
directed against the people who, by bringing into the function 
a non-member band create the objection. If the contract is not 
made in accordance with Federation regulations it is an evasion 
of law and the contractor is liable to penalty. 

Besides, how are you to know whether possibly the vexed 
engaging party failed to secure a non-member band before en- 
gaging you. You cannot know. But you do know that an or- 
ganization like ours must fight its own battles. In a matter of 
principle we cannot depend on outsiders taking the initiative in 
our behalf. That is not their business. It is our business. 

The vexation created is exactly the best means at our com- 
mand for directing public attention to the status of our com- 
petitors. By this public exposal we will eventually secure de- 
sired results. Therefore, the second whereas, as an argument 
has, after all, only a sentimental value. Sentimentalism and 
business do not mix well. 

The third whereas is rather more an argument against the 
resolution than in favor of it. 

If it is true that our policy affords non-member organizations 
an advantage in filling parade jobs unmolested, would not the 
adoption of the resolution increase the advantage? 


Would not the word “unmolested” be succeeded by the 
statement: “The Pittsburgh Musical Society, Local No. 60, A. 
F. of M., sanctions the employment of non-member bands.” 
By a resolution it has “blessed” the nefarious method which 
non-member bands practiced “molested” formerly. Now non- 
member bands may continue the practice “unmolested” and 
“blessed.” 

Engage us! When there are no more of us to be had— 


cheaply—get Federation musicians. They are good fellows! 
They support an organization to protect themselves in working 
with us, on such jobs as we do not succeed in cutting all of their 
throats. The few that escape are glad of the chance. Fine! 

The fourth whereas is supine. It is beyond question that if 
non-member bands desire to “secure the advantages of the 
established price list, etc.,” the matter of affiliation exists at 
present. If it is not sufficiently attractive while they are taking 
the risk of being “excluded”—it certainly will not be worth 
more so when, by so benevolent a resolution, we insure them 
against any possibility of loss. This fourth whereas is devoid 
of any logic. It practically undertakes to say that at present 
non-members are working for less money merely to keep Fed- 
eration men out of line. Nay! Nay! Pauline! They are working 
for less money because they want that less money. They want 
the job. To set up the argument that they are making sacri- 
fices in defense of principle would be according their position 
a dignity which it does not possess. 

To say that they invite you to surrender principle and that 
this resolution purposes to run up the white flag and would 
constitute unqualified surrender would be telling the plain truth. 

When we reach the resolution itself we find its closing lines 
graciously accord to other Locals the right to “vex” our well- 
intentioned engaging parties. our non-member opposition, etc., 
at will. We practically say therein that when we go to a juris- 

















diction where the members of the Federation are “Men,” we are 
willing to play “man” too. 

The passage of this resolution would place a premium on 
securing the “cheap” non-member music first, and if the avail- 
able supply did not suffice, then you might expect a Federation 
band to secure engagement at Federation price. Not before! 

The decision by the Society to enforce the policy now pre- 
vailing was made July 19, 1912. Since that time we have had 
384 applications. The new members, since the present policy 
obtains, equal 40 per cent increase in our numerical strength. 

Whatever may be the cloak wrapped around the proposition 
before you, in its final analysis, it is merely a mask intended to 
hide behind it “unionism” for revenue only 

Its intent is to prevent any sacrifice in the interest of prin- 
ciple. 

This matter deserves a large attendance, as the entire mem- 
bership should hear all sides.

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MUSIC IN THEATRES. 


The Des Moines Convention considered the appended 
letter of sufficient importance to request each Local to 
post a copy of same in the office or other conspicuous 
place in headquarters for the information of members, 
with a further request to secure publication in the local 
press, so that the public may be enlightened on this most 
important subject 


Boston, Mass., 
Hon. James M. Curley, Mayor of Boston: 

Dear Sir—I take this means of approaching you in regard 
to a subject which is of vital importance to the public, and one 
in which I know you are deeply interested. Scarcely a day 
goes by but what we read in the daily papers of fire panics and 
terrible catastrophes which are constantly occurring in 
theatres and places of amusement, resulting in injury and 
dath to many people. How to guard against future calamities 
and how the dangers can be lessened are questions which are 
being discussed in every household. The horrors of the 
Arcadia Lodging House fire are still fresh in the minds of the 
public, and has served as a terrible example of the non-enforce- 
ment of our fire protection laws, which are mandatory through 
a penalty. 

Resolutions relative to the enforcement of laws safeguard- 
ing life against fire (and panics caused by fear of fire when 
none exists) have been adopted by labor organizations all over 
the State, and have inspired the drafting of several bills to pro- 
vide for better prevention of fires, which are being considered 
by the State Legislature. 

At a hearing at the State House on Senate Bill No. 313, 
the speakers with one or two exceptions, seemed to dwell upon 
the protection of property as the “all important.“ The pro- 
tection of life seemed to be of secondary consideration. 

Now, Mr. Mayor, I know you will agree with me that life 
and limb should be the first to be considered, and that every 
good idea or device for the safety of life should be adopted 
when found practicable.

In my connection with the Fire Service for a great many 
years, | have had an opportunity to observe what a simple 
little thing will cause an audience in a theatre to become panic- 
stricken, often with serious results. Only last spring, at a 
prominent theatre in Boston, a very serious panic was started 
by a rat in the upper balcony, which was seen by a woman, 
who began to scream. The audience, who thought it was a 
fire, rose en masse and rushed for the doors. The orchestra 
immediately started playing, which brought the people back 
to their senses, but it was over twenty minutes before the 
audience was quieted so that the performance could proceed. 
I could mention incidents of the above nature, which have 
occurred in most of the theatres in Boston, and in every case 
the audience was brought back to sanity by the effect of music, 
and the sight of the musicians playing, which inspired con- 
fidence in the people, and made them feel that there was no 
cause for alarm. 


I have been told by musicians that it is an unwritten law 
for them to immediately start playing at the first signs of ex- 
citement or panic, and that they are at ail times prepared with 
a piece of music, memorized, to play in these cases of emer- 
gency. The brave musicians who went down with the Titanic 
were only observing this unwritten law. 

Mr. Mayor, I believe that an orchestra of musicians in a 
theatre is an absolute necessity for the protection of the public 
in case of panic. I was present at a certain theatre in Boston 
at a performance where they used a cathedral gong to an- 
nounce the rise of the curtain. Imagine what mighr nappen 
in that theatre if some one shouted “Fire!” and this gong were 
used to quict the audience. Could there be anything more out 
of place? 

I have witnessed the efforts of employes and actors call- 
ing on the people to sit down, as there was no danger, which 
only seemed to increase the alarm and arouse more excitement; 
but at the first sound of music the effect was like magic in 
quieting the audience. 

I hear there is another music-less theatre soon to open in 
Boston. This, to my mind, is a matter of no small concern. 
The managers of theatres should be compelled to use every 
precaution for the protection of their patrons. It matters 
little if it takes them a year or two longer to make them mil- 
lionaires, but it matters a great deal if the lives of our wives 
and children are jeopardized by their false ideas of economy. 

Music-less theatres should not be allowed to exist in 
Boston, and it depends upon our public-spirited Mayor to re- 
fuse a license for a theatre unless they employ an orchestra of 
musicians, for the reasons I have stated: above—or at least to 
compel them to advertise with their attractions that they do 
not employ an orchestra. 

May I hope that you will give this communication your 
immediate attention, and oblige,

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PROPOSITION TO EQUALIZE SCHEDULES. 


The American Federation of Musicians grants to each 
Local full autonomy in the regulation of purely local 
affairs; as long as such regulation does not interfere with 
the laws of the A. F. of M. This includes the regulation 
of schedules of prices. Each Local is exceedingly jeal- 
ous of its prerogatives on this question. The Executive 

roard of the A. F. of M. is very chary about interfering 
in the price arrangement of a Local, unless it is abso- 
lutely imperative. Results: Locals, within a few miles of 
each other, in which conditions are similar, adopting 
prices, which, on comparison, would lead one who did 
not know, to believe that these Locals were separated 
by great distances, and where conditions vastly differed. 
This should not be. 

I’, Goedeke, a member of Local No. 98, of Edwards- 
ville, Ill, explains the situation from his viewpoint. He 
says: 

Edwardsville, Ill., July 21, 1914. 
Owen Miller, Secretary A. F. of M 
Friend Miller—Since residing in the jurisdiction of Local No. 
98, I have stumbled on to a number of objectionable features, 
the principal one of which is the short distance between various 
Locals and the long difference (if you will permit the expres- 
sion) in price for the same kind of work. 

| will endeavor to give you the relative distances between 
the various Locals in our immediate neighborhood, and will 
then give you some of the rates charged.

Other business at about the same ratio. 

There are lots of places of amusement between the various 
Locals named, where distances overlap, and other places that 
are just beyond the jurisdiction of Local charging a higher rate, 
and you may rest assured the cheaper scale gets the job. 

For illustration, Center Grove, Ill., is in the jurisdiction of 
Local No. 98, and nearly all, if not all, engagements at said 
place are given by St. Louis parties, but the music is furnished 
by No. 98, simply on account of cheaper rate. I would suggest 
that the Executive Committee of our National Association try 
to regulate such abuses as this. Perhaps it could be done by 
dividing the various jurisdictions into districts, and establish- 
ing a fair minimum rate for engagements played in said district. 

When I arrived in Edwardsville three years ago, the scale 
for theatrical performances was $1.00 per man, $7.50 for seven 
men, including rehearsals. Managers kicked when they got to 
Alton and other places and had to pay more. I know it is im- 
possible to get the same rate in small communities that they 
receive in large cities, but if musicians are organized and still 
want to play for less than scab rates, I think something ought 
to be done by the International Organization, or else let’s quit and 
and not be union musicians in name only. I have endeavored 
to get prices raised since I came here, and have succeeded 
poorly, as you will see by the rates quoted. 

Hoping you will give this your usual kind attention, and also 
hoping that this, my maiden effort, will bear fruit in this and 
other jurisdictions that may be laoring under the same condi- 
tions, I beg to remain,

MUSIC AND RIOT. 


At a session of a convention of the Modern Wood- 
men of America, held in Toledo, Ohio, June 17, 1914, a 
riot broke out between rival factions of the organization. 
The police could not quell the disturbance. Head Con- 
sul ‘balbot tried to adjourn the convention; then pan- 
demonium broke loose; but let the Toledo Blade tell the 
story. It says: 


When the delegates refused to leave the hall and both ad- 
ministration and insurgent leaders were determined to speak in 
the face of continuous turmoil and shouting. Stroebel’s band 
was directed to play and entered the contest of din and disorder 
with “This Is the Life.” 

By the time extra police responded to the cal! sent in by 
regulars the band was well advanced in its endeavor to win the 
world’s musical marathon record and delegates, head officers 
and spectators were standing on chairs determinedly waiting for 
the band members to be que!led by physical exhaustion and for 
possession of the convention hall. 

From 9:05 until 11:00 a. m. the band played “This Is the 
Life,” with variable gusto and variations, while regular and in- 
surgent leaders shouted derision in pantomime at each other, 
and spectators in the balconies happily sang or tapped time to 
the rag-time tune that to them never grew monotonous. 

At 11:00 the band was quelled, and Past Head Consul W. A. 
Northcott, of Springfield, Ill., official Woodman peace dove gen- 
erally accepted by both regulars and insurgents, in response to 
demand, spoke from the middle of the convention hall. He 
urged insurgents to leave the hall, and reassured them that they 
would get a “square deal” from the convention. 

John H. Denison, of Dubuque, Ia., insurgent leader, took the 
chair platform, and endorsed Northcott’s admonition. Then the 
band resumed “This Is the Life,” and the of waiting 
was renewed.

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DEPLORABLE SITUATION. 


The Building Trades Department is chartered by the 
A. F. of L., and supposed to loyally support all other or- 
ganizations affiliated with that organization. This de- 
partment has formed Building Trades Councils in a num- 
ber of communities where there are established Central 
Bodies chartered by the A. F. of L. The two are sup- 
posed to work in harmony but oftener than not, the con- 
trary is the case: 

In Sacramento, Cal., this unfortunate condition pre- 
vails. The two bodies are at loggerheads over the un- 
fairness of a theatre, which refuses to recognize priccs 
and conditions of the crafts employed by this theatre. 
The Central Body of Sacremento declared the place un- 
fair because of this refusal. The Building Trades Coun- 
cil declared the place fair. 

The employer promptly took advantage of this con- 
troversy between two labor bodies, advertising the de- 
cision of the Building Trades Council in full page in the 
local papers and large posters on the bill boards of the 
city. The matter was taken up by the crafts involved 
with the Building Trades Department and the A. F. of 
L., but so far nothing has been done, except write letters. 

Now comes San Jose. It seems that the Native Sons 
held a celeration in that city. This function brought 
representatives of the Native Sons from all over the 
State. Local No. 153, A. F: of M., of San Jose, Cal., re- 
ceived notice from Local No. 6, A. F. of M., of San Fran 
cisco, that some of the San Francisco “Parlors,” as they 
call, them, had employed non-union musicians to accom- 
pany them. The Secretary of Local No. 153 explains 
the situation as follows:

Mr. Owen Miller, Secretary A. F. of M., St. Louis, Mo.: 

Dear Sir and Brother—For the Native Sons’ celebration in 
this city July 3, 4 and 5, about $600.00 was set aside for the 
services of members of Local No. 153 (brass and string), but 


owing to a notice from Local No. 6 that some of the “Parlors” 
in their jurisdiction were bringing unfair bands, our members 
decided to take no part in any of their proceedings. Our action 
was approved by the Central Labor Council, but the Building 
Trades Council of this and other cities poured such a storm of 
abuse upon us and our friends that we felt impelled to solicit 
the good offices of yourself and the official journal to signify 
approval of the A. F. of M. for our action in upholding the laws 
and incidentally letting the amount above mentioned remain in 
the hands of the music committee.

A member of the Executive Board familiar with the 
situation says: 


I would be very thankful to any one that could point out a 
way of disciplining Building Trades Councils for their some- 
what strange attitude towards organized labor of other crafts, 
and especially professions. Sacramento musicians have a tragic 
story to tell. They have appealed to the A. F. of L. some time 
ago, but never got any results. 


As a rule, the members of the Building Trades are 
the staunchest of trades unionists, and the most jealous 
of all of their autonomy, and would be the first to vigor- 
ously resent any attempt of interference in their conten- 
tions with their employers by other labor organizations. 
What business have the Trades Councils of the Pacific 
Coast to interfere in the business affairs of other crafts? 
Some allegations have been made to the effect that cer 
tain prominent officials of these Councils are interested 
in a pecuniary way in some of the enterprises their or- 
ganizations are protecting. This is only an allegation, 
but the thought is justified, when there seems to be no 
other plausible reason. 
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INJUNCTION DOOMED. 


It was on the soil of Massachusetts that the first blood 
was shed which finally led to the independence of the 
thirteen colonies and the formation of the United States 
of America, and true to its traditions, Massachusets is 
the first State to throw off the yoke of court-made law 
through the injunction, The judiciary of that State have 
been particularly diligent in the issuing of injujnctions; 
indeed, in perusing the papers from day to day one 
would imagine that was about all the jujdges of that 
great commonwealth had time for. But, thanks to the 
Legislature and the Governor of the State, it is ended 
Hereafter the judges of Massachusets will attend 
strictly to judicial business and keep hands off in con 
troversies between the employer and employed. Judge 
Russell will get rusty for want of work. 

This law ought to be on the statutes of every State 
in the Union. It is carefully drawn, and the Attorney 
General of the State has pronounced it Supreme Court 
proof Here it is: - 

An act to make lawful certain agreements between employes 
and laborers, and to limit the issuing of injunctions in certain 
cases: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
follows: 

Section 1. It shall not be unlawful for persons employed o1 
seeking employment to enter into any arrangements, agree 
ments. or combinations with a view of -lessening the hours of 
labor or of increasing their wages or bettering their condition; 
and no restraining order shall be granted by any court of the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts or by any judge thereof in 
any case between employer and employes, or between em- 
ployers and employes, or between persons employed and per- 
sons seeking employment, or involving or growing out of a 


as 


dispute concerning terms or conditions of employment, or any 
act or acts done in pursuance thereof, unless said injunction be 
necessary to prevent irreparable injury to property or to a 
property right of the party making the application, for which 
there is no adequate remedy at law; and such property or prop- 
erty right must be particularly described in the application, 
which must be sworn to by the applicant or by his agent o1 
attorney. 

In construing this act, the right to enter into the relation of 
employer and employe, to change that relation, and to assume 
and create a new relation for employer and employe, and t 
perform and carry on business in such relation with any person 
in any place or to do work and labor as an employe, shall be 
held and construed to be personal and not a property right. In 
all cases involving the violation of the contract of employment 
by either employe or employer where no irreparable damage is 
about to be committed upon the property or property right of 
either, no injunction shall be granted, but the parties shall be 
left to their remedy at law. 

Sec. 2. No person or persons who are employed or seeking 
employment or other labor shall be indicted, tried, or prose- 
cuted in any court of the commonwealth of Massachusetts for 
entering into any arrangements, agreements, or combinations 
between themselves as such employes or laborers, made with a 
view of lessening the number of hours of labor or increasing 
their wages or bettering their conditions, and for any act done 
in pursuance thereof unless such act is in itself unlawful 
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LABOR POWER IS NOT PROPERTY. 
While the House of Representatives was discussing 
that section of the sundry civil appropriation bill, which 
excluded labor unions and organizations from prosecution 
under the Sherman Act, Representative Giay, of Indiana, 
said: 

Mr. Chairman: There are certain rights which men 
along with the right to inhabit the earth. Among those rights 
is the right to labor and enjoy the fruits of that labor. This is 
more than a so-called vested right natural, 
inherent right of man. I

About 1875, a party was formed in New York, which 
dubbed itself “The Imperial Party.” It established a 
journal known as “The Imperialist.” The party was 
composed of that class of Americans who would now be 
denominated as “The Get Rich Quicks.” Most of them 
were of that class who said and thought: “The public 
be d——d.” 

The almighty dollar was their God, and get the dol- 
lar, no matter how, was their religion. They hoped to 
form an empire and tried to get General Grant, who was 
then President, and whose term expired March 4, 1877, 
to consent to be called, a la Napoleon. Grant would 
none of it, and then both the party and its journal died 
almost aborning.

Newport has been the scene in recent years of many remark-

Fully 450 of her 
friends responded personally. 

It was nearly midnight when Mrs. Belmont and the Duchess 
greeted the completed party. The hostess, representing the late 
Empress of China, was resplendent in a royal robe of exquisite 
beauty. It was in two pieces, the tunic and undergarment, or 
skirt. 

The Duchess of Marlborough’s costume was of black velvet 
and cloth of gold, in which she appeared as Lady Chang, con- 
sort of one of the greatest Emperors of the Ming dynasty. The 
costume, according to the period, was in three pieces, tunic, 
skirt and trousers. The skirt was of black velvet and tunic and 
trousers of cloth of gold, both skirt and tunic richly embroid- 
ered with the imperial emblem, the dragon. A unique headdress 
of black velvet with gold trimmings and Chinese shoes of the 





same materials matched the costume. Gold earrings and black 
serpentine bracelets were the only ornaments worn.

WORLD’S GREATEST ORGAN- 
IST TO PLAY AT 1915 EX- 
POSITION. 





Lovers of music the world over 
who have waited many months for 
the announcement of the name of the 
musician who will preside over the 
mammoth organ in the Festival Hall 
at the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition in San Francisco will re- 
ceive with satisfaction the announce- 
ment that the artist on whom stellar 
honors have fallen is none other than 
the renowned British organist and 
composer, Edwin H. Lemare. The 
news that Lemare has been secured 
to give a series of one hundred pipe 
organ recitals, extending throughout 
the entire périod of the world cele- 
bration, was given out recently by 
George W. Stewart, director of mu- 
sic for the exposition. 

Although Lemare has crossed the 
Atlantic an even fifty times on his 
artistic pilgrimages, this will be his 
first trip to San Francisco since the 
day eight years ago when he came 
through the Golden Gate on a steam- 
er from Australia, only to find the 
city a roaring mass of flames. So 
widespread is his fame that he has 
been referred to on every continent 
as the greatest master of the king of 
instruments. What Paderewski is to 
the piano, Lemare is to the pipe or- 
gan. Grove’s Dictionary of Music 
and Musicians says of him: “Since the 
death of W. T. Best, Lemare has 
been generally considered the most 
brilliant of contemporary organists. 
He excels in the representation of or- 
chestral works upon the organ, but 
his playing of legitimate organ music 
is remarkably artistic and intelligent.” 

Mr. Lemare is well known as a 
composer and arranger for this most 
difficult and popular of instruments. 
His standard transcription of the 
greatest orchestral work now number 
120, and these are in demand by or- 
ganists in every country. He is also 
the author of many church works, 
and has written with authority of 
Organ construction and the capabili- 
ties of the greatest of instruments. 





He has been variously described as 
“the most illustrious living manipu- 
lator of the king of instruments, “a 
magnificent musician, with the ten- 
derest sympathy and the most vivid 
Passion in his playing,” and “the 
prince of organists, unapproachable, 
and an improvisor who puts soul, in-, 
telligence and tenderness into every | 
theme.” 


In the opinion of Sir Henry Wood, 
conductor of the London Philhar-' 
monic Society and member of the 
Royal Academy of Music, Lemare 











stands without a rival as an organist 
today, not only as a brilliant soloist 
but as a musical thinker who has rev- 
olutionized his art, and a fertile com- 
poser of admirable music. “He has, 
above all rivals,” says Sir Henry, “the 
power of appealing to the popular 
imagination and engrossing the at- 
tention of an audience. I have never 
heard any organ virtuoso whose per- 


formance gave me so much pleasure. | 


There is no one, in my opinion who 
comes within measurable distance of 
Lemare as a recitalist.” 

To Lemare’s declaration that “im- 
provision is an art that seems more 
or less lost,” the London Musical 


News makes the rejoinder that “the | 


art of extemporization is not lost, so 
long as Mr. Lemare lives.” At every 
recital it is his custom to improvise 
on themes suggested by the auditors, 
and these extemporizations, whether 
woven around a single note, a Maori 
chorus, a Negro lullaby or a Wagner- 
ian theme, invariably are the most ap- 
preciated numbers on the program, 
for the excellent reason that of all 
the world’s great weavers of organ 
tones, Lemare bears the reputation 
of being the greatest master of im- 
provision. That this master has 
been secured to give one hundred re- 
citals in San Francisco in 1915 is 
justly regarded as a musical triumph 
for the exposition. He has mani- 
fested a deep interest in the Ameri- 
can Indian melodies, the Hawaiian 
folk songs and many of his composi- 
tions have been founded on the well 
known rythm of the South. 

The beautiful Festival Hall, for 
which Luisa Tetrazzini recently 
turned the first shovelful of earth, 
will be devoted almost exclusively to 
recitals, great world choral festivals 
and symphony concerts throughout 
the entire exposition period. Festi- 
val Hall, with an audience chamber 
of seating three thousand people, will 
be one of the most beautiful of the 
exposition buildings. There is now 
being constructed in Hartford, Conn., 
to be installed in this auditorium, a 
magnificent pipe organ, one of the 
five largest in the world. This organ 
will be 71 feet high, 40 feet wide and 
20 feet deep, with 113 stops, the 
largest 32 feet long. A 35  horse- 
power engine will be required to fur- 
nish power for it. 

This wonderful instrument, which 
is being built in part under the super- 
vision of Mr. Lemare, who designed 
certain special features of it, and of 
John J. Bishop, the organ expert, is 
to be equipped with five manuals or 
keyboards, equivalent to six individ- 
ual organs—a great organ, a_ swell 
organ, a choir organ, a solo organ, a 
pedal organ and an echo organ; the 


, latter to be loacted in the great dome 


of the hall. 





CONTINENTAL SUNDAY. 





To the average person, the term 
“Continental Sunday” means nothing. 
To a certain class of well-meaning, if 





more or less misguided persons, the 
term is pregnant with horrible possi- 
bilities. 

Though most of us fail to realize 
the fact, we are a Puritanical people. 
In no other country in all the world, 
excepting possibly the Dominion of 
Canada, is Sunday such a droll day. 

On the Continent, Sunday is a day 
of gaiety—the one day of the week 
on which the good people who do the 
world’s work set out to deliberately 
enjoy life. 

We, whose forefathers came over 
in the Mayflower, and who were 
taught by Cotton Mather and George 
Fox and other religionists of similar 
types, we are still—very, very still!— 
Puritans on Sunday. 

Take as an example the City of 
Philadelphia, said to be the one true 
American city. On Sunday there is 
a pall comes over it which doesn’t 
dissipate itself until early on Monday 
morning. Theatres are closed. Cafes 
are closed. Not even a movie reel is 
stirring from midnight Saturday un- 
til the whistles call the population to 
the mills and factories and sweat- 
shops on Monday. 

In Europe and on the Continent, 
the Puritanical Sunday is unknown. 
The clericals may do or say what 
they please, but Sunday is Sunday 
over there, and Sunday is a day for 
pleasures. 

Here in New York we have shaken 
off the domination of last-century 
evangelistic notions, and we have 
cafes, dance halls, cabarets and shows 
on Sundays the same as any other 
day, though “plays” are barred. 

But New York isn’t America any 
more than Paris is France, and Sun- 
day in America, in all cities from 
Philadelphia’s size to the smaller 
hamlets all over the various states of 
the union, is as devoid of pleasure as 
can be imagined. 

Opponents of the Continental Sun- 
day point out that if the people are 
left free to amuse themselves liquors 
will be sold! They forget that music 
will be played and sung; that dancing 
will be enjoyed; that the kinds of 
pleasure which make life worth while 
to a people such as we, will improve 
our morals as well as our health. 

It is odd, too, that with our Puri- 
tanical Sunday, we consume more in- 
toxicating beverages than most of the 
European countries with their Con- 
tinental Sunday! And we’re less 
musical than nations with the Con- 
tinental Sunday in force.
